His predecessors In power, and many of hl.^ 
current associates, never have felt bashful 
about claiming military and scientific supe- 
riority. We all remember their boasts of hav- 
ing Invented virtually everything since the 
■wheel. 

But Khnishchcv has beatahcm all by as- 
serting that Russia will outdo the United 
States In feeding, clothing and sheltering its 
population. Said he: "We'll sec who eats bet- 
ter and who has more clothes." 

For a country as backward as the Soviet 
Union Is In some of' these departments, that 
Is indeed tall talk, ' 

The consumer, the ordinary citizen, the 
man who Is supposed to be the object of the 
Communists' massive efforts, has at all times 
been the forgotten man of Russia. 

It's been guns Instead of butter, shoddy 
clothes at outrageous prices, housing so In- 
credibly cramped nnd rickety that It hiui 
made vast slums of cities like Moscow and 
Leningrad. 

In fact, many expcrU*? think It wholly fair 
to say that, from the ordinary citizen's stand- 
point, the Russian economic system amounts 
to planned deprcwlon. 

Nevertheless, wc don't have to be Jimug 
about'our present tremendous margin over 
Russia In the matter of individual living 
standards, any rtiore than we should have 
been in military and scientific fields. 

If we try to coast on our laJrels. Khru.ih- 
chev and company might make those boasts 
come true.

Plan on Talk 

WASHDJOTON, AprU 34 (ffV-The 
Whlt« House said last night a new 
letl«r from Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev rejected President Elsenhowi 
proposal to start technical disarm- 
ament studies. 

■ Tho White House statement was 
put out through the state deport- 
ment 

It said that Khrushchev's letter, 
which was billed by Moscow as a 
reply to a letter from Elsenhower 
April 8, "rejects the main point." 

Elsenhower had urged In his April 
B letter Uint Russia Join the United 
States In saying "yes" to a start on 
technical disarmament studies Im* 
mediately as a preliminary to 
"larger things." 

"Unhappily the. Soviet reply docs 
not say "yea"," Uie White House 
statement said. 11 says 'no'." 

The IS-psie letter from Khrush- 
chev was dcTcrlbed earlier by Presl- 
denUa] Press Secretary James C. 
Hogerty as containing nothing new. 

Other oiridals said 11 was largely 
a restatement of Khrushchev's let- 
ter March 31. This letter announced 
Russia's Intention to suspend nu- 
clear te.its and urged the United 
States to do likewise. 

Tlie White House statement quot- 
ed from Elsenhower's April S letter, 
saying Its main point was: 

"Wliy should we not at once put; 
our technicians to work to atudy! 
togcttier and advise as to whst 
specific control measures are neces- 
sary If there Is to be a dependable 
nnd agreed disarmament program? 

'The United NaUons general as- 
sembly has called for technical d Li- 
armament atudles in relation both 
to nuclear and conventional arma- 
ments. The United Stales says 'yes'.' 
I urge. Mr. Chairman. Uiat the So-. 
Viet Union should also say 'yes'.' 
Then we can at once bCKln Uie pre- 
liminaries necessary to I a i 
things."

WASHINOTON. April 2* flfl-The 
FBI reported yesterday that major 
crimes In the United eUtis hlt^ 
all-time high lost year. It blamed 
much or tho crime on persons un- 
der 18. 

FBI director J. Edgar Hoover aald 
there were an estimated 3.7110,100 
major crimes In 1057— one every lU 
seconds. Tlie flKure represented 
Increase of 233.250 over 1050, It i 
J2S per cent above tlie averase for 
the previous live years. 

Youngsters under IB came Jn lor 
much of the blame lor tJie burgeon- 
ing crime rate. The FBfs uniform 
crime report for the nation's police 
departnient showed: 

— Pcraona under IB accounted for 
*7J per cent of the crimes ol mur- 
der, manslaughlcr, rape, robbery. 
BKk'ravated assault. burElary, lar- 
ceny and auto thelt. 

—Arrest of pencils under IB In- 
creoAcd 10 per cent In cities under 
25.000 and H 1 per cent In cities ol 
15,000 or more. 

— Since" 1BS3, the population ace 
group lO-n Increased 23 per cent 
while arrests of persona under IB 
Increased 55 per cent durlhg that 
period. 

Ttie report also showed crime Ii 
Increasing about four Umes'as fast 
as the overall population, since IB50. 
crime Increased per cent while 
tlie population grew 13 per cent.
